Tho littlo man's busi- 
ness was that of a tanner, lie was 
unknown tc anyone about the Govern- 
or's office and ho had to sit some days 
in tho anto*room among a crowd ot 
applicants bolbro an audionco could 
be obtainod ; and when, after several 
days of anxious waiting a negative 
answor was returned to his applica- 
tion, ho waB on the point of roturning 
to his homo and avoeatinnu 



his way a politician 
who possessed some inlluenco with tho 
Executive of the Stato. This gentle- 
man couvorsod with the stranger and 
found him intelligent, and loarnod 
that notwithstanding his then humble 
pursuit he wna a graduate of tho iNa^ 
tional Military College at West Point; 
that ho had " dono the Stato some 
■ervioo" in Mexico and Oregon ; and 
that seven years before tho outbroak 
of tho Southern rebellion ho had re M 
tired from tho army under a cloud 
of censure from his superior officer. All 
the influence tho tauiier's new found 
friend could bring to bear in favor of his 
protege was exerted, the coveted com* 
mission was handed him, and ho was 
assigned tho task of drilling raw recruits 
A few weeks spent in drilling convinced 
the officers with whom ho was constantly 
bronght in contact that tho little adju- 
tant possessed a knowledge of military 
affairs that eclipsed their own attuiu> 
ments, and soon an order came assigning 
him to the command of a regiment. 
From that period his career was a series of 
brilliant successes over an enemy against 
whom the most experienced officers of the 
Republio had in vaiu been sent. The 
first great victories of the North were 
gained where be commanded. Wherever 
the littlo tanner went a defeat for the 
Southerners was suro to eventuate. Forts 
.and cities capitulated, and great armies 
in open field were overthrown and routed. 
Everywhere opposition was ovoiborno, 
and finally the hero, called to the com. 
mand of all the forceB of the United 
States, crushed the rebellion with a few 
well"timed blows and the war was ended 
Grateful for his eminent services in re- 
storing peace to a distracted land, his fel- 
low countrymen have raised him to the 
highest position within their gift, and 
to day the man who eight years ago was 
rofused an nppointmeut as adjutant, 
takes his seat as First Citizen of the 
Republic. The rise of Napoleon J. was not 
more remarkable or rapid than that of Gen. 
Grant. Neither men owed anything 
to birth or family. Uttorly unknown 
before great national exigencies de* 
manded a leader, by the shoer weight 
Of intellect and ability they reached tit 
a bound an eminenco that ordinary 
men under tho most favorable concatena- 
tion of circumstances would have re- 
quired a lifetime to attain. Like Bona- 
parte, Grant is omhitiouB; but his ambi- 
tion appears to he of a more laudable 
character than that which impelled his 
great compeer to strangle the liberties of 
a nation and place her bound and bleed- 
ing at his feet. Grant's avowed purpose 
in accepting the office of President is to 
tranquilize the country and harmonize tho 
conflicting elements of all sections, and, so 
far as his acts speak for Hm, the world is 
bound to accept this avowal. Tliere is just 
one danger, however, that thoughtful 
Amorieans profess to see in elevating a 
military chieftuin to be the political head 
of tho nation: They fear that, carried 
away by the lust of power — which all 
military men experience to a greater or 
less degree — ho may bo reluctant to re- 
linquish the reins of office to a successor, 
and, relying upon his immense popularity, 
and the support ol tho army, ha will 
attempt to establish & military despotism 
upon tlio ruins of tlio Republio. TIioho 
fears appear to us chimerical. In our 
opinion tliero is much yrouter reasun 
to fear that he will uttompl lo iuaugurnto a 
vigorous foreign policy which woula involve 
tho United States in an expensive contest

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 



California! 

Sax Fuancisuo, Feb. 24. — About noon 
yesterday the P. M. S. S. Go's stoaiuor 
China was telegraphed twenty miles out. 
No sooner bad tho news heen received 
thau it spread with tho rapidity of lightn 
ing among tho Chinese population, who at 
once began to make their way to tho 
wharf, and several hours before the arrival 
of tho steamer the streets in that vicinity 
were crowded. Chief Crowley, learning 
that a large number of women wero ou 
board the steamer and that trouble was 
auticipatod by tho heads of tho different 
companies, took precautionary measures 
Tho custom house officers went aboard to 
search tho baggage, etc., while all tl" 
police officers were stationed iu eotivc> a '" t 
places. After the b. 6 gog e ha<? been 
examined S 9 " ,v 0meu that were on board 
..' .« taken lrom tho steerage; and lauded 
on the wharf. Tho excitement of the 
ChiuamoG now I'iso to its highest pitch, 
requiring the united strength of tho 
whole polieo force to prevent tneru getting 
hold of the women. When tho women 
wero landed they wore placed in rows at 
the southern end ct the wharf where they 
wero searched by inspectors, and qnanti 
ties of opium, tobacco, liquor, etc., which 
they bad smuggled, were taken from them 
Alter tho search all the hacks and wagons 
on tho wharf wero called into requisition 
and the women placed by tho police 
i llicers in them, an officer seating him-elf 
on each wagon as it left tho wharf and 
remaining with it until its load of human 
freight was delivered at tho destination 
Gxed by the oompanies. 

Many attempts wero tnado by China- 
men to tuke off women, while others were 
quarreling and making threats against 
each other. Several attempts to crcato 
light wero made ami much noise and 
bustling occurred among tbo many hun- 
dreds of them present, but it was stopped 
by the police. At seven o'clock p. m. 
the whole number of women had boon 
safely taken to thoir quarters, notwith- 
standing numerous attempts mudo by tho 
men to pull from the wagons not only 
women but tho officers in chargo of tho 
wagons. 

Lieut. John F. Small, U. S. A., com- 
mitted suicide yesterday afternoon in a 
house on tho corner of Second and Mission 
streets by saturating the counterpane of 
his bed with chloroform and covering his 
faco with it. No reason is assigned for 
the act. lie had plenty of means and 
held an honorable position. He left two 
letters, one to his brother and ono to Dr. 
Beldeu, leaving him his watch and chain. 

A movement is on foot among some of 
the leading men of Chicago, headed by 
Lieut. Governor Broi-s, who, it will be 
remembered, was a member of the Colfax 
party, which visited this coast in 1805, 
to invite the Governors of the several 
States and their staffs of officers to meet 
at Chicago ou the 4th of July next at the 
formal opening of the Pacific Railroad.

The persecuUHi of wlioh she was made a 
victuu was commenced by her mother, Isa- 
bella, becau- ; Juana uttired beretioal views 
about Ibo persecution of heretics, burning 
al the stilio.ifec. After Isabella's doath her 
luther, Ferdinand, continued lo niahreat the 
poor woman, in order lo reign in her place 
Finally hor owe son, Charles V., confined 
her in a dungeon, and permitted bimsell to 
abuse and tenure hor when she refused to 
lake part in iho diriue service held in the 
pii<on. These (aits have been brought lo 
ngbt by a German historian, M. Bergenrolb, 
who derived them lrom Ibe autograph letters 
ot (!harles V., hi'herto kept secret in the 
archives ol Simuneas, and published them.

ihe FrcDch coast ai un equally Idly hill, 
known as Cop Blace Nez, at a Bhorl duliueo 
Irom Caliis. M. Buuto 1 . avoids the enor- 
mous ospeuse and artificial i 1 L h in the 
middle of the Channel, by carrying his bri Ige 
acuta niuo piers of ca.-t iron uf unusual di- 
mensions, ihe brts)3i>f which are put logither 
and bolted on the shore, and floated lo the 
pesiims ihey are intended lo occupy by 
rniuus ul large sheet iron buoys, o 10 ol 
which, situated directly in ibu ceuire of the 
strutturo, is to be ait id upon by u powerlul 
screw, bv means ol which tiiu huge baso cuu 
be gradually loweied until Ibe BJrew pile 
I. et, upon which it is to stand, loucb the 
bottom or bud ol tho sea. which has been 
ascertained to consist of solid chalk, iuto 
which tho pile-scrows uro then luiuod. 
This method of binding the pier firmly to 
tho boltoui a'si tofvrs as u means of rectify- 
ing the levels if nesi a -an'. 

The soundings in him of the proposed 
bridge show a maximum do; lb of 157 leet. 
The lop of the bu-e will bo just abuvo the 
level r.f the sea when the leet are screwed to 
the bottom, and upon thn the upper portions 
are to be erected, above water, pi ice by 
piece, in tbo u-unl manner. Except tho 
coniro one, nil the piers at their luunda- 
ations racasuro 130 yards in width and 
07 iu length, dimiu ahing upwards, and 
lorming ai the summit a square of CG yards 
on cacti sido. The coniro pieir will be half 
as lirge again as the others In addition to 
ibeirown weight ol 'J50U tons onch, ihcs i 
piers will have lo support an arch ol 3,282 
yards iu length, weighing about 14 000 tons. 
I'o guaul against Ihe destructive uciion ol 
tho sea Wkter, all tho submerged parts und 
those likoly to be affected will be c ivored 
with u solution of gu ti-percha or sumo other 
covering, suitable lor their protection. Be- 
tween the abutment on the shore and ihe 
first lirgo pi-;r, live tempirary piers are 
I'ldocd ul equal distances in sx lengths, ol 

000 yards each. This done, lliero are 
stretched in parallel lines .'il wire cables, 
iwo metres (i e two yards six inches) apart 
Thuy ure connected and bound together by 
nei made of smaller cables whiob in lei lice 
the large onet, and bill each in its place. 
The whole forms a tress of G3 yards in witita. 
Tho tress thus made is coveiod by a wooden 
flooring, a guard is fixed on each tide, and
